Lenten Consecration

HROUGHOUT the church world during the 

season of Lent people strive to become bet- 

ter Christians. Therefore we should not 
look upon it as a forbidding or a sad season of 
fasting and prayer but as a spiritual experience 
that means much to all of us if we enter into its 
observance in the right spirit. 

Primarily the purpose of Lent is to prepare us 
mentally, physically, and spiritually for a new 
awakening; to resurrect us out of old states of 
consciousness into a new realization of life; and 
to permit us to reconsecrate and rededicate our- 
selves to the will and the work of Jesus Christ. 
Through our spiritual awakening we shall find 
renewed life and health, a joyous freedom from 
burdens, and best of all, peace of mind. 

Our preparation consists first of all of a care- 
ful, impersonal, and honest appraisal of our think- 
ing habits in order to see how they can be im- 
proved. In early days penitent Christians began 
Lent by acknowledging their sins and by entering 
upon a period of public penance. Today we know 
that we can find release from error and the effects 
of erroneous thinking in the past by asking and 
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accepting the forgiveness of Jesus Christ and by 
bringing our mind and heart into unity with the 
Christ mind so that its divine ideas may control 
our thinking and guide it into constructive chan- 
nels. 

Fasting has always been an important part of 
Lent. In many of the churches members are asked 
to abstain from certain foods, to refrain from at- 
tending shows and entertainments, and in various 
other ways to practice self-denial. 

Renunciation of the undesirable and realization 
of the good and true is an important factor in 
spiritual overcoming. Every one of us has habits 
that need correcting, habits of thinking and feel- 
ing, habits of eating, speaking, and acting that 
should be given up, replaced by better ones. 

When we set about giving up a bad habit for a 
good one we are not losing anything. We are 
gaining. We are not renouncing the good things 
of life. As a matter of fact, we never let go of 
anything unworthy of us without immediately 
making room in our mind and heart and life for 
something much better. 

If a person is prone to gossip, to say ugly, 
critical things about a friend, if he is deceitful in 
his attitude or dishonest in his dealings, renuncia- 
tion of such a practice is surely a very good thing. 
In metaphysics we are daily practicing renuncia- 
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tion through our use of denials and affirmations. 
We deny that which we do not desire in our life 
and affirm or claim that which we do desire. 

Let Lent be for you a time of self-discipline. If 
you have been eating too much, practice restrain- 
ing your appetite, through prayer first of course. 
If you have indulged in a bad temper, now is the 
time to restrain your impulse to “fly off the han- 
dle.” If you have been prone to nag, to criticize, 
to find fault, covenant with yourself now to give 
up the habit and to improve your disposition. 

The churches speak of the mortification of sight, 
the mortification of hearing, and the mortification 
of the tongue, that is, the disciplining of these 
faculties. Here is a prayer that will help us to 
watch these things: 

Through the Spirit of truth within me I know, 
see, hear, and speak only Truth. 

During Lent let us reconsecrate our eyes, our 
ears, and our tongues to Truth. If we have ob- 
served wrongly, if we have been seeing with the 
“double” eye, let us see Truth. If we have been 
listening to idle tales, gossip, and criticism of 
others, let us commence to hear only the truth, 
only that which is constructive and uplifting. If we 
have been speaking disparagingly of our neigh- 
bors and fellow workers, if we have talked about 
sickness, poverty, and inharmony and thought of 
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these as realities, let us commence to speak Truth. 

Through the Spirit of truth within us we have 
wisdom and understanding. We are not in doubt 
about things. We do not say, “I do not know, I do 
not understand.” We do know. We do under- 
stand. We behold perfection in everyone, and see 
all persons as radiant, all-glorious, beautiful, free 
sons of God, unfettered, unbound, triumphant, 
rising victorious out of every trial. 

Through the Spirit of truth within us we hear 
glad tidings of good. We hear of people healed, 
people prospered. We hear the message God has 
given to us, because our ears no longer want to 
hear ugly things about anyone. We hear celestial 
music and we feel in tune with it, because our ears 
are tuned to hear infinite harmony. 

Through the Spirit of truth within us we are 
able to speak the word that brings forth health, 
happiness, and prosperity. We are not lending our 
tongue to negation, criticism, or faultfinding. We 
are speaking words of Truth, the message of 
Jesus Christ. 

Jesus said, “If any man would come after me, 
let him deny himself, and take up his cross, and 
follow me.” Let us deny the claims of the per- 
sonal man, overcome his sorrows and shortcom- 
ings, and follow the Christ. 

We cannot do these things alone through the 
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personal will, but we always have the help of the 
Spirit of truth within us. During the Lenten season 
we become especially aware of the desire in the 
hearts of men to expand their spiritual nature 
through prayer. There are multitudes praying, 
even as you and I are, and there is a great spiritual 
urge in all of us to grow, to rise to greater heights, 
to prove our spiritual supremacy. The power of 
the Spirit of truth at work in us will back us up in 
our desire to prove we are truly sons of God. 





A Mother's Reverie

HAT CAN I do for my son? 
It seems no longer ago than yester- 
day that I found plenty of things to 
do for him. He seemed to need me so definitely 
then, and from morning till night I could keep 
occupied with a thousand and one tasks of love. 
As he grew toward manhood I knew that he 
still needed me, although he was more diffident 
about acknowledging it. But whether he asked for 
them or not, I kept on doing the things that my 
mother heart told me were for his good. 
But what can I do for him now? 
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He seems so far away, and not merely because 
of the many miles that lie between us. Even when 
he left his uniform seemed to give him a strange 
appearance, one far removed from that of the boy 
who had needed me during all those years. 

There is much I can do, because I know that he 
needs me now possibly more than ever before. He 
needs to be sure in his heart that I believe he is 
doing his job manfully and well, no matter what 
it may be. We all need someone who believes in 
us; and in this capacity my son needs me now. 

I can write to him of course. Letters, you know, 
are a tangible link between home and the one who 
is away from home. But if my letters are to be of 
any help to my boy, they must not reveal the heart- 
ache I may feel over the separation; they must be 
cheerful, gay, encouraging, reassuring. I can best 
meet his need by writing in a simple, natural way 
of the homely everyday things that have been so 
much a part of his life. These things may sound 
commonplace to others, but to him in his need 
they are the very breath of home, his home. 

Besides writing letters, I can also do the many 
things that all loyal civilians are supposed to do. I 
can perform my share of the community tasks 
waiting to be done. I can help allay the fears of 
those about me by remaining calm and poised in 
the face of rumors and disturbing reports. These 
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things I should normally do anyway of course, but 
to me they become glorified in the thought that I 
am doing them for him. 

Finally my son needs my faith, not only the 
faith in him that I have mentioned but faith also 
in the cause in behalf of which he is now doing his 
best. More than that, he needs to know that I have 
a supreme yet simple faith in God as his guide, his 
strength, his protecting power. I shall be steadfast, 
confident, secure in the knowledge that where my 
son is there God is, supreme in power, a mighty 
shield, a comforting presence, unfailing security 
and safety and deliverance for my loved one. 

As a child my son believed in prayer, and I am 
sure that where he is and in connection with what 
he is doing he finds many occasions to pray, many 
occasions to rely upon God’s help. 

When my boy prays out there he needs to know 
that I am adding my prayers to his; that the 
presence of God stretches from here to there, 
from me to him, however far that may be. When 
we both pray knowing this to be true, we are 
gathered together “in His name,” he and I, and 
each of us can discern the Christ in the midst of 
any situation, whatever it may be. 

Yes, my boy needs me now, and I am grateful 
that there is so much I can do for him. God give 
me strength and wisdom and faith to do it! 
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ATHER, forgive them; for they know not 

what they do.” When Jesus spoke these 

words on the cross, He epitomized di- 
vine love and forgiveness. During all His ministry 
on earth He had taught that God is love. How 
significant it is for mankind that amid the agony 
and suffering of the cross He should remain true 
to His lifelong teaching! How reassuring it is that 
in His hour of human pain He should remember 
to be kind and loving, that He should desire 
forgiveness from the Father for those who were 
hurting Him. 

No lesson from the life of Jesus touches more 
intimately or more profoundly the life of His fol- 
lowers than does this lesson in love and forgive- 
ness. To all the friends and enemies who were 
gathered at the scene of His crucifixion, to every- 
one since who has sought to follow Him in spirit- 
ual overcoming, He said in effect: 

“You see it is not necessary to take offense, or 
to let the spirit be affected by the words and deeds 
of others. Were I to refuse forgiveness to these 
men who are hurting Me, I could not receive for- 
giveness from My Father, and He could not use 
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Me to accomplish what He has planned for us to 
achieve together. I say unto you: Remain true to 
your faith, and the Father of love will bring you 
victoriously through every experience!” 

Jesus realized that God cannot express His 
love through minds and hearts that are cluttered 
up with hatred, intolerance, criticism, impatience, 
and condemnation. He also knew that any thought 
that obstructs the free flow of divine love to others 
likewise hinders the flow of love to the thinker. 
Knowing Himself to be a son of God, Jesus could 
allow nothing to interfere with that relationship. 
He knew the purpose for which He had been 
born: that of establishing a design for living, lov- 
ing, and serving, that all the other sons of God 
could emulate. He knew that the Resurrection 
must not be obstructed by even a trifling thought 
of unforgiveness in His mind! 

Only a practical application of the law of love 
and forgiveness will enable the modern Christian 
to follow Jesus in the Resurrection. Particularly 
in the days we are now going through much is de- 
manded of us in the way of love and forgiveness. 
It is so easy to criticize the methods of our govern- 
ment, to condemn this official or that; it is so easy 
to take offense at the attitude or conversation of 
neighbors or friends, or to resent the fact that 
certain types of workers are earning high wages. 
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Hatred of individuals and race prejudice are fac- 
tors that have to be dealt with intelligently if we 
are to be worthy Christians. 

The way of dealing with these things is clearly 
outlined for us. “Judge not, and ye shall not be 
judged: and condemn not, and ye shall not be 
condemned: release, and ye shall be released.” 
“And be ye kind one to another, tenderhearted, 
forgiving each other, even as God also in Christ 
forgave you.” We are to give up criticism and 
condemnation; we are to be as kind, loving, 
courageous, strong, and tolerant in all things as 
Jesus Christ was; we are to behold the Christ 
Spirit in everyone, even as He recognized the di- 
vine sonship of those who crucified Him. 

This does not mean that we cannot also do 
whatever is required of us in an outer way to 
make our world safe for the survival of Christ's 
spirit and teaching. In His own experience there 
were occasions when He thought it best to meet 
force with force, and there is no condemnation for 
us when we have to do the same. But we can meet 
the demands and trials and problems of today 
with a calm, serene spirit, with courage and for- 
titude, and with love and tolerance and good will 
dominant in our mind and heart and life. Indeed 
in no other way can we experience the freedom 
and joy and fullness of life promised to the prac- 
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tical Christian. In no other way can we attain to 
our divine sonship with Christ in God. “And 
whensoever ye stand praying, forgive, if ye have 
aught against any one; that your Father also... 
may forgive you your trespasses.””
